Now there is another question per resources. In 1869 James J. Slater 
had land which he purchased in Sec. 24 Township 7 South, Range 6 West. 
In the years of 1873, 1875, 1876, 1880 and 1881 he began to sell land 
described in Sec. 23, Township 7, Range 6 West and in the previous section 
mentioned. The question is: Where can a map of Mississippi be purchased 
showing the Sections and Townships? On the Aug. 26, 1881 document 
my great-grandfather B. N. Slater was a witness. He was also the brother 
to James J. Slater. 


On another deed B. N. Slater's wife Sarah is purchasing a parcel of land, 
but there are no Section, Township or Ranges numbers listed. The land 
was listed as Lot numbers 7 and 8 in Block 35 in the town of Ocean Springs. 
This document was dated Sept. 7, 1888. Is there an old plat of Ocean 
Springs that would show this site?
